Must Speed Up Ship Work. 
Philadelphia. Nov. IO. 
The United 
States must speed up Its shipbuilding 
program or lose the war. in the opin­ 
ion of Admiral 
William T. Bowles. 
who spoke as the representative of 
the em ergency fleet corporation, be­ 
fore Cie C ham ber of Commerce here. 
Admiral Bowles intimate!! that a d raft 
might be resorted to to obtain ship­ 
building workm en and mechanics. Ho 
declared people in this country must 
be brought to a realization of the fact 
that without ships the arm ies in pro­ 
cess of form ation would be help!*** 


• n running at twenty to tw enty-five 
miles an hour over level road should I 
retard th* spark nearly alt tho w ay or 
move tho lovor only half way down, aa 
compared 
with 
tho 
throttle 
lever? 
Would I get tho same power or would 
the engine consum e more gasoline than 
if the spark lever were slightly ahead 
of the throttle? 
When should the epark 
be retarded? 
R unning over level roads your spark 
should lie kept a t nearly full ad wince, 
for using u late spark under these con­ 
ditions and particularly when running 
from tw’eiity to twentv-flve miles per 
hour tends not only to reduce Hie pow­ 
er output of Hie rn dor and to Increase 
to ii surprising degree the am ount of 
gasoline consum ed per mile, but also 
to increase the likelihood of overheat­ 
ing. 
For ordinary running the best 
position for your spark lever Is two- 
thirds of the way up the quadrant. 
The only tim es w hen the spark should 
lie retarded are when the engine Is la 
boring under a heavy load, when pull­ 
ing through sand, mud or other heavy 
going; when going up a steep hill. 
which slows dowi! the motor's speed, 
or when Idling. 
An expert driver lias 
alm ost perfect control over his car 
simply by 
bls manipulation of the 
-park and throttle levers, and mort* a t­ 
tention would lie given to this feature 
of car oi>eratlon by m any ow ners if 
they realized to w hat extent it pro­ 
motes efficiency and economy. 


When my throttle is at full retard it 
usually 
permits 
enough 
gasoline 
to 
reach the engina to keep it running. 
Recently, however, tho angina so m e­ 
times stops. 
Turning up the needle 
valve and allowing a little more g a so ­ 
line to flow, tho engine would run all 
right throttled down, even after the 
needle valva w as returned to its origi­ 
nal adjustment. 
What ie the matter? 
A num ber of solutions arc possible. 
Your m otor may not Is* running as 
Well us It did formerly, w ith the result 
that It Is m ore likely to stop when 
throttled down. 
it Is also possible that 
the auxillary air valve In the carb u ret­ 
or sticks occasionally, tem porarily ren­ 
dering the m ixture Inadequate. Valve 
trouble or any slight irregularity in 
ojMTtttlon frequently causes a motor 
to stop when turning over slowly. You 
should see Hist all these points are 
checked up nm] also th at the linkage 
between your throttle lever and cur 
buretor is wroklng properly, that there 
are rn* loose set screws perm itting the 
lever to turn on the shaft, etc. 
F re­ 
quently a thorough cleaning un*! oiling 
will sn th ce. 


In making a new piston ring for a 
cylinder of about four inch bass how 
much larger in outside diameter should 
the ring be— before it ie split—than the 
bate of the cylinder? 
A piston ring fur a four inch cylin­ 
der should Im* about four and three-six- 
(eoliths 111 diam eter before t*elng split, 
aud a fte r it has lH*en spilt there should 
be from eight to fifteen one thou­ 
sandths inch spic e between the ends 
when the ring Is tided In the cylinder. 


Has an engina uaing a piston with 
an archsd head mora powar than ont 
with a flat haad of tho sam e diameter? 
The arched headed piston m ay bt* 
used to get a lighter construction, but 
it docs not necessarily give any mort* 
power. 
Frequently an arched top Is 
used when It la desired to increase 
the compression slightly. 
T he motor 
power Is not *h*iH*udant on w hether the 
piston h a s a fiat top, a convex o h o or a 
concave oue. 


What causes a grabbing clutch? 
Tho grabbing clutch la due to the in­ 
sufficient play In tho clutch leather ex­ 
panders, which bring the leather out 
against the inner rim of the flywheel 
when the clutch Is engaged. 
The dlfti 
culty can la* easily overcome by remov­ 
ing w ashers from tho ends of expander 
plunger stems. 


Will you pitas* tall ma th* best way 
of tasting an *ngin* for leak* around 
th* plugs and priming cup*? 
First flush out «*aoh cylinder with 
about a pint of kerosene oil, first sh u t­ 
ting off the gasoline from th e tank. 
Then drain the crank case to get the 
kerosene out of it. 
Now cu t out the 
ignition, and be very careful th a t it Is 
cut out, for when you are pressing 
town on the starting crank you may 
find a thirty or forty horsepower kick, 
w hich w ould probably Injure or break 
your arm. Close up tightly 
priming 
cups and on cylinder No. I. 
T ak e an 
oil can tilled w ith kerosene and flood 
the plug from top to bottom, being 
sure to get enough oil In and around 
the base of the plug so th at any escap­ 
ing air will cause a bubble to appear 
w hen you turn the engine over its com 
.jrvsslon. 
Be sure you put th e kero­ 
sene around the prim ing cups gist*, for 
these leak a trifle a t tim es w here they 
are seated, aud any leak, however 
small, will cause trouble in the proper 
running of the motor. 
A fter you use 
the oil take the starting crank and 
press it slowly dow nw ard, at the sam e 
tim e watching carefully th e cylinder 
and priming cup for any air bubbles 
which may appear. 
Repeat until all 
cylinders are tested, being careful not 
to skip any one of them by looking at 
the wrong one under compression. 
It 
is more certain to open all relief or 
compression cocks except th e one you 


are testing, closing them as yon pro ­ 
gress with the work. 
If a bubble ap- ' 
pears between the shell of the plug ' 
and porcelain or mica It is evidence j 
that the plug needs tightening or a 
new gasket fitted. 
If the bubble ap­ 
pears at the seat of the plug it Is evi­ 
dence that the plug is u«»t properly 
seated and needs to be taken out and 
a good coat of flake graphite mixed 
with cylinder <*11, to the consistency of 
putty, placed uh over the threads of 
the plug. T hen screw It carefully ii*to 
its seat; not too tightly, as this would 
cause It to crack Ifs porcelain and 
'•aliso It to stick at times. 
If you have 
no new gaskets on hand you eau m ake 
as m any us you please by taking a 
piece of asbestos and a p air of shears 
and cut out a round ring to fit over 
the porcelain and then screw the pack­ 
ing nut tightly home. 
Lf you test for 
these slight leuks you will I a* surprised 
ut finding them w hen you least expect 
to do so. 


How 
many revolutions per minute 
should an engine with four inch bore 
and six inch stroke make to get the 
most power from the gasoline? 
Some 
time ago I noticed that I used less g a s ­ 
oline per mile running at low speed. Is 
this generally true? 
Th** lx*st 8i**ed from the stand|»olnt , 
of fuel economy varies with different ' 
engines. 
In general, however, it bas ' 
been found that Hie m ost power Is I 
obtained from a given am ount of g as­ 
oline when ears are operated a t speed 
ranging from twenty-live to thirty five 
miles un bour. 
On the basis of the 
moat general gear ratio of three to one 
aud the moat common tire size of thir­ 
ty-four inches such speeds mean that 
the motors m ust run a t rates varying 
from OOO to 1,060 revolutions a m in­ 
ute. 
Of course there are motors which 
give their greatest power per unit of ] 
fuel at speeds lower than these figures, j 
some running down as low as tw enty j 
miles, or ail engine siH><*d of alxnit bon ' 
revolutions a minute. The motor m en­ 
tioned may lie of such design that this ] 
Is the case. 


lf on* or two lifting rods on th* in ­ 
take valves of a six cylinder car aro j 
too tight or too loos*, it there much 
Iota of power? 
lf so, would this ba 
mora noticeable in starting than in reg- i 
ular running? 
Would it have th* same 
effect on the exhaust aide, and why? 
When the t a r leaves tin* factory Hie) 
lifting rod* and valve steins are a d ­ 
justed so that the d ea lm ice Ix'twceu 
them is only sufficient to allow for ex­ 
pansion of the m etal caused by Un* 
heating of the engine when running. 
As a nil**, there Is only Hi** thickness 
of u visiting card allowed for this clear­ 
ance. 
Naturally tile motor operates 
l*est w itll this clearance, aud when one 
or more of the lifting taxis are ton light 
<>r too loose Un* power output of the 
engine is diminished. 
If the rod oil 
the intake side is too loose Un* vulve 
remains closed for too long a period 
and In likely to stick. 
In either east* 
the am ount of the Incoming charge <*t 
gas Is cut dow n so that the explosion 
Iii the cylinder is much w eaker than | 
would la* the case if tin* valve clear­ 
ance were correct, 
lf the rod it too 
tight tho valve cannot close properly, 
aud as a result the incoming charge 
of gas is not projH*rly injected into the 
combustion chamber, aud when com ­ 
pression and explosion take place tin* I 
partly opeQ valve m akes a bad leak. 
which, of L'Ourse, greatly reduces the 
[lower of the cylinder. Conditions such I 
as these make starting more dlflictilt, 
and their effect on the engine is more 
noHcouhle at this tim e than when run­ 
ning. 
lf the lifting rods on the ex­ 
haust side are too loose the valves re­ 
main clotted too long and prevent the 
scavenging stroke of the motor from 
driving all the burned gas out of tho 
com bustion cham ber to leave it rea5y 
for the incoming charge of fresh gas 
An exhaust valve is also m ore likely 
to stick lf too loose than lf Its clear- I 
ance were only the correct am ount. I 
If the lifting r**ds on the exhaust side j 
are too tight the sam e conditions ol>- 
taln as on the intake side. 
T he valve J 
cannot close properly, and It is iiui*os- 
slble to secure itcrfeot compression, 
which Is requisite for the developm ent j 
of m axim um power. 
The results of 
the lifting rods having incorrect clear­ 
ance on either side are the sam e In all 
motors, w hether of two, four, six, eight 
or twelve cylinders, though of course 
the effects would lie more apparent In 
the engines with few er cylinders.

My clutch has bothered m s latsly by 
slipping. 
It i* faced with som e fabric. 
Th* car will stand in th* middle of th* 
street on high gear and not affect the j 
rununing of tho sngino— that is. th* j 
clutch in high will not retard th* e n ­ 
gine to any appreciativ* degree, a l­ 
though it will hold on low and tacond, 
but battar In th# former. 
There m ust be som ething ra d i'allt 
wrong with the particular facing on 
that car, and we would suggest your 
having a new clutch facing applied. If 
this does not remedy the trouble, there 
must be some interfertvnee with the 
clutch entering the flywheel as far as it 
should. 
Perhaps the clutch pedal is 
striking the floor board, preventing it 
from engaging. It is very possible that 
heavy grease has leaked into the clutch 
housing and th a t the lining la more In 
need of thorough cleaning than an y ­ 
thing else.
